GUI Committee Offers Proposal for New 
Reserve Fund for Future Rehabilitation 



Local Cameras Capture Classic

buttercups spread out to the gleaming white of Center 
School and the mellow tan of the Greenbelt Library.

At its meeting on January 
8, the board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. heard 
a report by the Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee on Reserves which 
had reviewed and made re¬ 
commendations about the 
three reserve funds current¬ 
ly in existence. They also 
proposed a new fund — the 
Replacement Reserve — 
which the report describes 
as-“a comprehensive plan to 
meet long-range needs of the 
Corporation for physical 
maintenance of the homes 
on a timely basis.” 

According to Nathan Shinder- 
man, the committee member pre¬ 
senting the report in the absence 
of chairman Leo Hool, the new 
fund would prevent any future 
need for a rehabilitation program 
such as the one recently completed 
by GHI. The report notes that 
the ‘’rehabilitation program of 
1980-81 was necessary because of 
the lack of long-range planning 
which could have obviated this 
crash program.” Shinderman also 
said that the fund would help 
ensure that members’ charges 
would not have to be raised at 
a future date to pay for major, 
unplanned maintenance. 

The committee plan is based 
on a 60-year cycle of replacing 
major segments of the GHI homes 
(including everything from hot 
water heaters to slate roofs), 
an estimate of the replacement 
cost, and the accumulation of 
funds to pay for replacement on 
a timely basis without large-scale 
borrowing. 

The report envisions diverting 
into the replacement fund all or 
part of the funds now being used 
for maintenance as present ob¬ 
ligations are paid off. For ex¬ 
ample, the plumbing riser replace¬ 
ment program, which is budgeted 
at $20,000 per year through 1989, 
would provide that amount for 
the Replacement Fund beginning 
in 1990 and continuing for the 
foreseeable future. Similarly, the 
committee proposes that pay¬ 
ments now being made on the old 
rehabilitation loans to the De¬ 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) and the Na¬ 
tional Cooperative Bank (NOB) 
would be continued after those 
loans are paid off, with payments 
being put into the Replacement 
Reserve. Those loans will be paid 
off in 2091 (for HUD) and 2004 
(for NOB). If payments were 
then diverted to the Replacement 
Reserve, along with other pay¬ 
ments which will become avail¬ 
able from other completed pro¬ 
grams, the committee estimates 
that the Replacement Reserve 
would grow by an amazing $1,- 
894,000 per year. By the year 
2012 it would show a balance 
(above expenditures made in the 


meantime on major maintenance) 
of over $1 million. 

In response to a question, Shin¬ 
derman said that the estimates 
make no allowance for interest 
income on the Replacement Re¬ 
serve balance because the interest 
earned by the fund would, in ef¬ 
fect, balance out the effects of 
inflation. No mention was made 
of the impact of taxes on the in¬ 
terest income, of the reserve. 

Board Reaction 

Board members expressed in¬ 
terest in the plan and’ qualified 
approval of the objectives. Vice- 
President Wayne Williams, pre¬ 
siding in the absence of President 
Margaret Hogensen, expressed 
general support but he said the 
idea needed more discussion and 
management recommendations. 
Director Chuck Hess also indicat¬ 
ed support for the plan but asked 
for more detail from management 
on cost estimates and effects of 
inflation. Treasurer Ray McCaw- 
!ey. Secretary Andrea Haslinger, 
and board members Mac Wirick 
and Janet Cantwell also expressed 
general support of the direction 
of the committee plan. 

General Manager Ron Colton 
said the staff would refine as¬ 
sumptions about the life expect¬ 
ancy of the home components and 
provide detail at a later meeting, 
(Williams announced that Hogen¬ 
sen was absent because of her 
NCB board duties and Directors 
Debbie Hartwick and Nancy Hut¬ 
chins were absent due to unavoid¬ 
able circumstances.) 

Other Reserves 

In addition to the proposal for 
the new Replacement Reserve, 
the committee also made recom¬ 
mendations regarding the three 
funds which already exist: the 
Contingency Reserve, the Sta¬ 
bilization Reserve, and Working 
Capital. The committee recom¬ 
mended that the Contingency Re¬ 
serve, which was defined as a 
fund to cover unplanned expendi¬ 
tures, should be maintained at 
a level of ten percent of the GHI 
budget (not including the amount 
budgeted to service debts). Since 
the fund balance at present is 
greater than that level, no fur¬ 
ther payment into the fund would 
be needed until some unexpected 
payout had to be made. 

Member Mary Curtis asked 
whether a dollar figure rather 
than a percentage of the budget 
might yield a more adequate re¬ 
serve in view of the very high 
unexpected costs of last year’s 
asbestos removal and litigation. 
Shinderman acknowledged that it 
is impossible to estimate such 
costs accurately; however, he 
pointed out that the occurrences 
she cited were the first time in 
the cooperative’s history that 
such high costs had beeen in¬ 
curred. 

The Stabilization Reserve, de¬ 
rived from cash patronage re¬ 


funds from NCB, is now large 
enough, Shinderman said, to cov¬ 
er any increase in NCB mortgage 
payments that may ocur at the 
end of the next 5-year interest 
adjustment. The committee, there¬ 
fore, recommended that this fund 
be maintained at its present level 
and that interest on the money be 
used to reduce members’ charges 
between now and the next interest 
adjustment period. 

The corporation's Working Cap¬ 
ital derives from a contribution 
made iby all purchasers of GHI 
units. The contribution is 3% of 
the purchase price, refundable 
when the member sells the unit. 
As Thomas X, White, Greenbelt’s 
Mayor pro tempore and member 
of the Ad Hoc Committee on Re¬ 
serves, pointed out, this formula 
provides a built-in escalator be¬ 
cause the units are generally re¬ 
sold at a higher price at each 
sale. Therefore, the refund made 
to the seller is less than the 
working capital contribution 
made by the new buyer. 

In response to questions about 
repaying the amount borrowed 
last year from Working Capital 
to pay for asbestos removal and 
legal fees, Shinderman said that 
the committee recommended de¬ 
ferring the pay-back until after 
1996. At that time the Replace¬ 
ment Reserve, if set up now, 
should be operating with a 
healthy surplus. 

More on Parking 

Assistant General Manager 
Steve Wright presented the staff 
proposal for implementing the 
new parking policy in Quadrant 
IV. This section includes the 23- 
32 Courts of Ridge Road and the 
1-5 Courts of Gardenway. Since 
the 25-29 Courts of Ridge have

50 Years Ago 
In Greenbelt 



It’s finally here - 1987! The 50th Anniversary of Greenbelt - 
the new town. In January, 1937 construction of the first homes 
(which began in late 1935) was still underway. The first pioneers 
would not be moving in until the fall of the year. Pioneers - that 
was how they saw themselves. In New Towns, Building Cities 
from Scratch by Munzer and Vogel, there is a quote from the first 
issue of the Cooperator, later renamed the Greenbelt N^ws Re¬ 
view : 

“We are pioneers of a new way of living . . . This 
project has given most of us an opportunity we’d never 
anticipated. We are in the process of creating homes! 

Our families and our children will live under new laws of 
our making. Only in our fondest and most youthful 
dreams have we imagined such a chance. What will we 
make of it?” 

What did those pioneers experience in their first weeks and 
months of living in Greenbelt? In this the 50th anniversary year, 
this column will attempt to be more than just a chronicle of the 
number of bricks laid and, later in the year, the number of people 
who moved into Greenbelt each week. This column seeks to tell 
the experiences and remembrances of those pioneers. Future col¬ 
umns will emphasize both the adult and child perspective of those 
early years. Although previously published stories will be retold, 
this writer is looking for any new stories that early residents 
would like to provide, especially stories of childhood in Greenbelt, 
going to school, playing at the lake, exploring, etc.

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Postmaster Baffled

In your Letters to the Editor 
column for the last two weeks, 
Robert Field and Gil and Dor¬ 
othy Kennedy have written you 
wondering why they do not have 
a regular carrier and an estab¬ 
lished route. 

Quite frankly I am baffled, be¬ 
cause to the best of my knowl¬ 
edge there has always been a 
regular carrier on their route

lar carrier is Douglas Mangum, 
who has been on that route since 
May 1986, and prior to that an¬ 
other carrier was on the route 
for approximately a year before 
bidding to another route. 

The only time Mr. Mangum has 
not been on the route would be 
on vacations and his regular day 
off during the week. Occasion¬ 
ally, there have been times when 
his mail volume has required ad¬ 
ditional help and at that time the 
route can be carried also by re¬ 
placement carriers.

form during their probationary 
period.

no in-court parking, Wright pre¬ 
sented two plans for allocating 
reserved parking places in other 
courts for these members. The 
board seemed to favor the option 
which would allocate garage 
parking in the 2 Court of Garden¬ 
way (where there are 18 units 
and 33 garages) to members of 
25, 27, and 29 Courts of Ridge. 
Members in the 26 Court of Ridge 
would be given reserved places in 
the 24 Court or in the 4 or 5 
Court of Gardenway. 

The board will hold a hearing 
on these proposals for members 
of the affected courts. At Colton’s 
suggestion, the board decided to 
defer setting a date for that 
hearing until after the January 15 
hearing for members in Quadrant 
III. 

Sick Leave Policy Change

Kenilworth Ave. Extended 

by Elaine Skolnik 

The widening of Kenilworth 
Avenue extended northward to 
Route 1 is not included in the 
Maryland Department of Trans¬ 
portation’s Consolidated Trans¬ 
portation Program for 1987 to 
1992. 

Ed Jankiewicz, regional plan¬ 
ner for the State Highway Ad¬ 
ministration, explained that in 
the 1970’s a study was made of 
the proposed extension but loca¬ 
tion approval was not given. The 
impact on the environment and 
local opposition were cited as 
reasons for no further action on 
the project. 

Successive Greenbelt city coun 
tils have fought the extension of 
Kenilworth Avenue because they 
believed that such widening would 
bring increased traffic, especially 
trucks, into the city, 


Intercounty Connector 

The route for the Intercounty 
Connector (ICC) has been resub¬ 
mitted to the state for location 
approval and a go-ahead is ex¬ 
pected. The route (Alternate G 
with modifications), which is 
slated to run from Gaithersburg 
to Laurel, would tie in with Route 
1 (Baltimore Avenue) about a 
quarter of a mile north of Muir- 
kirk Road. In the interim a 
Route 28 extension from west of 
Route 182 and east of Route 650 
is proposed to hook up with Route 
198, which in turn ties in with 
Route 1. 

After location approval is giv¬ 
en, state planners will start the 
design phase (some engineering 
work having already been accom¬ 
plished). They will also obtain 
rights-of-way, particularly in 
Montgomery County. 

“This takes a long time,” said 
Jankiewicz, adding that there is 
no plan for obtaining rights-of- 
way in Prince Georges County at 
this time. However, negotiations 
are underway between the state 
and the county that may lead to

No funds have been allocated for 
construction. 

Of the many ICC alternatives 

proposed over the years, the 

Greenbelt city council has fa¬ 

vored the “No-Build Alterna¬ 
tive.” The city has opposed the 

ICC on the grounds that it would 
funnel traffic through the city 
to the Parkway and Beltway. 

Residence Inn 

The 136-unit Residence Inn will 
not be constructed by Hotel In¬ 
vestors Trust. After many months 
of inactivity on the site, the city 
learned this week that the fran¬ 
chisor, the Residence Inn Com¬ 
pany, is interested in buying the 
land and continuing the construe, 
tion. The five-acre site is located 
on the east side of Hanover Park¬ 
way (across from Greenway Cen¬ 
ter) south of Greenbelt Road in 
Greenbelt. The inn is designed to 
attract business travelers, the re¬ 
locating family or weekend visi¬ 
tors. 

According to the city’s Plan¬ 
ning and Development Coordina¬ 
tor Celia Wilson, Hotel Investors 
Trust “was consumed in a mer¬ 
ger and has moved from Chevy 
Chase to Los Angeles, She ex¬ 
plained that the company has 
been been trying to sell the site 
“as a package” since the land has 
zoning and restrictive covenants 
for hotel use. Rough grading has 
been accomplished and subdivis¬ 
ion approvals and permits for the 
first phase of 12 buildings includ¬ 
ing the hotel office have been 
granted. 

In the meantime the city will 
meet with the Soil Conservation 
District to review the condition 
of the land, which has been sta¬ 
bilized by the developers for the 
winter.

When a City holiday occurs, it causes a change in the City's regular refuse 
collection schedule. Below is a list of City holidays and the accompanying chang¬ 
es to the City refuse collection schedule for the first six months of this year. Ref¬ 
use is normally collected either Monday & Thursday or Tuesday & Friday. News¬ 
papers are collected on Wednesday. 

Depending on which day the holiday falls, the refuse schedule will change as 
follows:
